In making- a snap, the first note is picked as usual; the next note is made 
hy pulling' or snapping- die string- with the finger of the left hand which is nsed to stop the pre- 
vious note. The snap is nsed to facilitate rapid execution.

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The figures over or nnder the notes, stand for the fingers of the left hand used in stopping the 
notes, and the o for open stzing.lt is very important to use the right fingers and avoid awkwardness. 


TfifE TRIPLET. 

When the figure 3 is placed over or under three notes, it signifies that they are played in the same 
time as two notes of the same kind
